AMONG THE MAORIS. 


A HOLIDAY STORY OF NEW ZEALAND 
LIFE.

* ‘It takes people from north of the 
equator a long tiuio to get accustomed 
to the great difference in the seasons 
one finds in Australasia, and particu­ 
larly here in the upper island of New 
Zealand, where the climate is much like 
that of your gulf states. ” 
That is what Sir George Grey, ex- 
govrruor of New Zealand, said to me at 
Auckland some years ago. 
It was nearing the Christinas holi­ 
days. and as my stay in these beaotifnl 
islands was limited to two months I de­ 
termined to sec the natives in “ the 
king'* country,” as their great reserva­ 
tion is called, the famous hot springs to 
the east and the grand avalanches and 
mountain lakes of the middle island 
without regard to the season. 
I had a letter from Sir George Grey 
to the Moor chief Ontonga, and a half 
breed Maori named Mahkah was engag­ 
ed to act os my guide into “ tbe king’s 
country. ” 
The American consul came to my 
hotel to bid me goodby, aud during the 
conversation he told roe of a country­ 
man of ours who bad reached the city 
thd%day from Sydney. 
“ His name is Baldwin,” said the 
consul, “ and he is now* sick in this ho­ 
tel. 
He is well to do, but his is a very 
sad case, and I incline to think that, 
from dwelling ou his troubles, his uuid 
is unhinged.” 
Then the consul went on to tell me 
that Mr. Baldwin was from Boston. 
Some six years before this he was the 
owner of a number of New Bedford 
whalers that came to collect whale oil 
and bon«1 in these southern waters. 
Tbe fhipowmr had a son, a spirited 
but rather delicate boy, who, lik« most 
wholesome youths brought up near the 
tea. had an intense yearning to become 
a sailor. 
After much pleading on the boy's part 
—his mother was dead—Mr. Baldwin 
intrusted him to tlie care of Captain 
Wt liman of the whaler Albatross, with 
instruction« to send Clifford—that was 
the boy’« name—home on some steamer 
as noon as be became tired of a sailor’« 
life, which he expected would bo tbe 
case by tbe time the ship reached the 
sooth Pacific. 
Bat the Albatross never came back, 
and, except itiHv, mm Ufvi-r h* am ui 
again. Six month« after she left New 
Bedford she touched at Norfolk island, 
where Clifford was reported well and j 
still enamored of the sea. 
Tbe mauner of ihe loss of the Alba- ; 
trosa could be only a matter for specula- ’ 
tiou. but that she was lost was settled 
beyond donbt, for the insurance com­ 
panies had paid the claim and the 
widows and orphans of the missing sail­ 
or« had discarded their mourning years 
ago. 
“ Still Mr. Baldwin believe« his son is 
alive,” said the consul, “ and be spends 
most of his time traveling along the 
coasts of Australasia in liisvaiu search. 
He is now much exhausted, aud I fear 
he will not see the year out,“ 
Togetlier we called on Mr. Baldwin, 
a thin, careworn mau, prematurely old, 
although lie was only 45.

How Evolution H u Aflfected Certain Spe- 
eiee—Frogs A re Poorly Equipped, Yet 
T hey Get t Living E asily—Cats LmmI the 
Predatory Classes. 


Certain snakes of medium size carry 
the most deadly weapon, whether of of­ 
fense or defense, owned by any animal. 
In addition they have tho perfect ver­ 
tebrate structure whioh Sir Richard 
Owen so much admired, and can there­ 
fore swim, climb and make their way 
in places where no other animal of sim­ 
ilar size can go. 
They are the best 
equipped animals of their kind. 
Side 
by side with these are found snakes of 
similar size and equal powers, except 
that they lack the invincible lethal 
weapon. 
They only carry blank car­ 
tridges in the battle of lifa 
Evolution 
seems arrested for no reason. They not 
only fail to grow the poison tooth, but 
do not develop the power of crushing 
their prey a* tho constrictors do. 
It 
would be far easier for a common grass 
snake to kill a frog by poison before 
eating it, as the cobra does, than to 
have to swallow it aliva It would save 
it trouble to crush it, as a young boa 
constrictor of the same size would do, 
but it does neither, because it neither 
has developed, nor seems in the least 
likely to develop, the necessary equip­ 
ment for so doing. 
By the theory of evolution tho grass 
snake ought therefore to go back in the 
world, while the other common English 
snako, the poisonous viper, armed with 
a weapon, powerful os a protection and 
a means of killing prey, increased in 
size and numbers and took its place, 
ie t this is exactly what has not hap­ 
pened. Grass snakes are larger and more 
numerous than adders, and there is no 
evidence that the absrnce of the poison 
fangs in any way endangers the survival 
of the species. 
It is difficult to account for the ab 
seuoe of any visible failure in life of in­ 
sect feeding creatures competing for ex­ 
istence on the same food, but with such 
unequal physical means for obtaining it 
as are possessed by the swallow, the 
marmoset, .he shrew, the chameleon 
and the frog. 
In this list of five crea­ 
tures living upon similar food we find 
that the physical appliances for obtain­ 
ing it rang'' from the perfect develop­ 
ment of speed in flight in the swallow, 
the addition of hands for capture in the 
marmoset, bodily quickness and activity 
tn the shrew, the power of assuming 
color exactly similar to that of environ­ 
ment in the chameleon, supplemented 
bv a special apparatus for shooting out 
the tongue and capturing insects when 
motionless, ti tho absence of any special 
equipment at all, except that of arathei 
long tongue, in the insect eating frog. 
Yet tho frog, destitute of all these 
specialized appliances, lives justaswelJ 
as the swallow, the shrew, the marmo­ 
set or the chameleon, and at least one 
species, the barking frog, finds that t*' 
get on in tho world it has only to be 
still and wait till creatures walk into 
its mouth. It has acquired a skin color 
suited to us environment and a iarge 
mouth. 
But it is not, and could nev< i 
bo, considered well providl'd for getting 
its living. 
Onr estimate of the physical means 
and appliances necessary for the survival 
and well being of animals is probablj 
set too high We judge the needs of al. 
from the perfect development and ac­ 
quired powers of many, perhaps of 
most, which evolution has provided 
with appliances in excess of their real 
wants. Most animals arc overequipped. 
Evolution has run riot and provided 
them with means and metal far in ex­ 
cess of their needs, just as it hai provid­ 
ed them with an exulieranco of orna­ 
ment which delights us, but must al­ 
ready have passed beyond animal com­ 
prehension. 
Probably the cats, great and small, 
would at once be named as the best 
equipped of all classes of predatory 
creatures, and the predatory creatures are 
by necessity superior in most forms of 
physique to those on which they prey. 
They are all “ built” on one plan, with 
a special armament of teeth, sheaths to 
keep their claws sharp, muscles for 
springing suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden the sound of theif 
movements and color adapted for con­ 
cealment These acquired appliances are 
in excess of their wants. 
The polar bear, which oannot spring 
and has 110 sheaths for its claws, and 
bas litt-le obvious provision to aid it in 
sw'imming, catches and kills animals 
larger than those killed by the tiger snd 
can kill them in the water. The wol­ 
verene, or glutton, which is heavy, slow 
aud has tho feet of a ferret, gets its liv­ 
ing as a carnivorous animal no leas well 
than the tiger cats, which have a far 
moro specialized equipment for their 
work. 
There is actual evidence from the fos­ 
sil bones of tigers that this excess of 
equipment once went further and has 
been discarded as superfluous. An ex­ 
tinct species developed canine teeth of 
such enormous size that it has been 
named the * ‘saber toothed tiger. ” The 
teeth were too long for its jaws, and the 
modem aperies use shorter weapons, 
just as modern ironclads are provided 
with lighter guns. The curling tusks of 
some of the mammoths and the palmated 
horns of the Irish elk were also in excei -3 
of requirements and are modified for use 
in the existing elephants and reindeer. 
Many monkeys possess a thumb, but 
some do not, and there Is no evidence 
that they are therefore at a disadvantage 
for their uonpsogressive life.— London 
Si»ectator.

TOO MANY SPARROWS. 


Vlte English Bird Is N o t Even a Favorite fa 
His Own Homo 
It appears that the detested English 
sfgrrorw is by us means a general favor­ 
ite in his own home across the water, 
whore bis habits have been more oare- 
fully noted. 
In the course of his papar on “ Wild 
Birds, Useful and Injurious,” in the 
Royal Agricultural society’s journal, 
Mr. C. F. Archibald says: “ The sparrow 
m 
/i om cvcTuC^Tinj naft**5nrc 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, aud, 
notwithstanding all that has been urged 
in its favor by enthusiastic advocate^ 
there can bo little doubt that it deserves 
large share of the vituperation be­ 
stowed upon it. The keynote to the spar­ 
row’s character is to be found in ihe 
delusion under which it labors that 
corn growing is carried on for its es­ 
pecial benefit. Grain is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of the sparrow. 
This it ob­ 
tains in the fields at seedtime, whea 
sprouting, in the unripe, milky condi­ 
tion, and when fully matured. 
At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. 
At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows whioh 
live for the greater part of tho year in 
towns are tempted to visit the fiol^ 
their grimy appearance proclaim inf 
their usual haunts. 
“ In gardens the sparrow finds full 
■oope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of whioh it is very fond, 
as well as a fow gooseberries and cher­ 
ries, In the moet mischievous way, too, 
It pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
hepatica, heartsease, wistaria, the shoofri 
of pinks and carnations, the pods of the 
laburnum aud the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable dam *ge 
to beds of young radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seeds 
•own on lawns. 
On the other bar, 
it 
most be freely admitted that the spar­ 
row does a great deal of good. 
“ Among the pests destroyed by the 
sparrows are wireworms, daddy long- 
legs, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kinds, 
houseflies, ‘blue beetles, ’ 'black beetles' 
and white butterflies. In some districts 
choviss, otherwise known as Maybugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows have been §oen 
with their mouths crammed full of 
them. The quality of weed seeds whioh 
the sparrow eats must also be placed t# 
its credit, for in this way is helps to 
suppress such objectionable plants as 
charlock, oorn bind weed, goosefoo^ 
knotgrass, buttercup, dandelion, chi ok* 
weed and dock.

The above and other facts which could 
easily be cited in proof have caused fish­ 
ermen and scientists to come to the con­ 
clusion that the senses of Brnell and taste 
are both remarkably developed among 
the finny tribe.

“ It takes people from north of the 
equator a long time to get accustomed 
to the great difference in the seasons 
one finds in Australasia, and particu­ 
larly here iii the upper island of New 
Zealand, w here tin* climate is much like 
that of your gulf crates." 
That is what Sir Georg** Grey, ex- 
governor of New Zealand, said to me ut 
Auckland some years aga 
It was nearing the Christmas holi­ 
day*, and as my stay in these beantifnl 
islands was limited to two months I de­ 
termined to se* 
the natives in "the 
king’s country,’’ as their great reserva­ 
tion is called, the famous hot springs to 
the east and the grand avalanche* and 
mountain lakes of the middle island 
without regard to the season. 
I had a letter from Sir George Grey 
to the Moor chief Ontonga, aud a half 
breed Maori named Mahknh was engag­ 
ed to act as my guide into "the king’s 
country, ** 
Tile American consul came to my 
hot* ! to bid inc goodby, and daring the 
con versa lion he told me of a country­ 
man of ours who had reached the city 
tha%day from Sydney. 
"H is name is Baldw in," said the 
consul, "and be is now sick in this bo­ 
tel. 
He is well to des but his is a very 
sad case, and I incline to think that, 
from dwelling on his troubles, his mind 
is unhinged. ” 
Then the consul went on to tell me 
that Mr. Baldwin was from Bolton. 
Some six years before this be was tin* 
owner of a number erf New Bed for*! 
whale rn that came to collect whale oil 
and bon- in these southern watora 
The {hipcwic r had a son, a spirited 
but rather delicate boy, who, like mod 
wholesome youths brought up near the 
sea, had an intense yearmug to become 
a sailor. 
After much pleading tm the boy s part 
—b it mother u.ts dead— Mr Baldwin 
intrust'd bim to the care of Captain 
W» liman of tho whaler Albatross, with 
in st rue! ions to wild Clifford—that was 
the boy’s name— home on some steamer 
as soon a* be became tired of a sailor's 
life, which he expected would bo the 
com* by the time the ship reached the 
south Pacific. 
But the Albatross never came back, 
and. except once, wa* never heard of 
again, 
Six mouth* after she left New 
Bedford she tone Iud at Norfolk island. 
where Clifford was reported well and 
•till enamored of the sea. 
The manner of the loss of the Alba­

which we could se© a fire in the valley 
not more than 160 yards below us. 
About this fire four men stood, two of 
them unmistakably natives aud two of 
them

men,

“ No m at­ 
ter how tho ethers feel, these will be 
friends. Come with m e." And, making 
sure that my pistols were smooth in the 
holsters, I threw the shotgun into the 
hollow of my arm and strode down. 
Like a man under hypnotic influence, 
the guide obeyed me, aud in a few min­ 
utes we wert at the fire. 


The natives were the first to near u*, 
and, without seizing their spears, which 
were on the ground, they uttered a yell 
of alarm aud fled.

It was the 14th of Decem­ 
ber, aud a more beautiful Sumne r day 
never came down from the blue skies 
for lite delight of man. The woods were 
shimm* ring emerald billows. The train 
ran through broad sheep pastures aud 
past farm* and orchards as beautiful 
aud rich in color as are the bills of Dev­ 
onshire in June. 
Unnecessary fie re to tell of our reach­ 
ing the end of the railroad, of the long 
but cheery stage journeys, of our visit to 
the geyser* aud th*' seem* of the recent 
earthquake or of our long horst back rid* 
into the forbidden laud *f "the king'* 
country." 
“ Not even the queen of England," 
said my guide, with a show cf pride, 
“ could enter ‘the king’* country’ with­ 
out permission of the chief. 
But few 
whit* men have ever been there, nor 
could you go if you were not the friend 
of Bit George Grey, whom the Maoris 
call their father." 
On tonga, th*' Maori chief, a tall, 
magnificently formed rn an, with a tat­ 
too**! facie, treated me with a hospitality 
that wua at once princely und barbaric. 
These people in appearance aud man­ 
ners reminded me Y**ry much of our own 
Navajo Indians. 
They cultivate the 
ground after a fashion, but have great 
flocks vt sheep, herds of cattle aud pigs 
and poultry without cud, while every 
stream teems with fish. 
Rather reluctantly tin* chief gave mo 
permission to go to the coast. The rea­ 
son for ilia opposition was the danger 
"on the islands of Hankan, ” explained 
the guide. “ There is still a band of man 
•mi**'* 
That’s whr our oeoplo keep 
away from th* coast aud do not Winn 
white- visitors to go there," 
I reasoned that if those people had 
h*w*»» rod Iv dangerous the English would 


brother of th*- captain. 
The ship foundered in a cyclone after 
most of the crew, including the captain, 
had been sw* pt from her decks.

Of the five men who got away in the 
lifeboat, thro*1 died of starvation.

for your trouble." 
I told him that bis father wua then 
at Auckland, whereat he was so much 
affected that the poor fellow burst into 
tears. 
The Maoris were astonished at our 
discovery, and they gladly furnished ns 
wi til fresh horses to get to the iota rest 
stage line. 
We had provided clothing for our 
nearly naked companions, and a barber 
at the geysers had made them more pre 
•eatable. 
It was now Christmas day when we 
reached Auckland, aud to two men at 
least it was the happiest Christmas day 
in all the world. 
Mr. Baldwin soon regained his health. 
He and his son—the latter now married 
—ar** living in California, and never a 
Christmas day passes that I am not ask­ 
ed to visit them aud celebrate the meet­ 
ing in New Zealand.

SOME OF THEM HAVE MORE ADVAN­ 
TAGES THAN THEY NEED.

| In places whe-re no other anim al of sim ­ 
ilar size can g a 
They aro the best 
equipped animals of their kind. 
Side 
by side w ith these are found snakes of 
sim ilar Bise and equal powers, except 
that they lack the invincible lethal 
weapon. 
They only carry blank car­ 
tridges in th© battle of life. 
Evolution 
seems arrested for no reason. 
They not 
only fail to grow the poison tooth, but 
do not develop the power of crushing 
their prey as the constrictors do. 
It 
would be far easier for a common grass 
snake to kill a frog by poison before 
eating it, as tho cobra does, than to 
have to swallow it alive. It would save 
it trouble to crush it, as a young boa 
constrictor of tho same size would d a 
but it does neither, because it neither 
has developed, nor seems in the least 
likely to develop, the necessary equip­ 
m ent for so doing. 
By the theory of evolution the grass 
snake ought therefore to go back in the 
world, while the other common English 
snake, the poisonous riper, armed w ith 
a weapon, powerful os a protection and 
a means of killing prey, increased in 
size and numbers and took its place. 
Tet this is exactly what has not hap­ 
pened. Grass snakes are larger and more 
numerous than adders, and there is no 
evidence that the absence of the poison 
fangs in any way endangers the survival 
of the species. 
It is difficult to account for the ab 
•enoe of any visible failure in life of in­ 
sect feeding creatures competing for ex­ 
istence on the same food, but w ith such 
unequal physical means for obtaining it 
as are possessed by the swallow, the 
marmoset, the shrew, the chameleon 
and the frog. 
In this list of five crea­ 
tures living upon sim ilar food we find 
that the physical appliances for obtain­ 
ing it rangn from the perfect develop­ 
ment of speed in flight in the swallow, 
the addition of hands for capture in the 
marmoset, bodily quickness and activity 
in the shrew, the power of assuming 
color exactly sim ilar to that of environ­ 
ment in the chameleon, supplemented 
by a special apparatus for shooting out 
the tongue and capturing insects when 
motionless, t i tho absence of any special 
equipment at all, except that of arathei 
long tongue, in the insect eating frog. 
Yet tho frog, destitute of all these 
specialized appliances, lives jnst as well 
as tho swallow, tho shrew, the marmo­ 
set or the chameleon, and at least one 
specie s, the barking frog, finds that tc 
g'*t on in tho world it has only to be 
still aud w ait till creatures walk into 
its mouth. It has acquired a skin coIot 
suited to its environment and a large 
mouth. 
But it is not, and could nevi i 
be, considered well providi-d for getting 
its living. 
Our estimate of the physical means 
and appliances necessary for tile survival 
and well being of animals is probablj 
set too high 
We judge the needs of a1, 
from the perfect development and ac­ 
quired powers of mony, perhaps of 
most, which evolution has provided 
with appliances in exc«*ss of their real 
wants. Most animals arc overequipped. 
Evolution has run riot and provided 
Hu m w ith means and metal fur in ex­ 
cess of their needs, just as it hm provid­ 
ed them w ith an exutierunco of orna­ 
ment which delights us, but must al­ 
ready have passed beyond animal com­ 
prehension. 
Probably the cats, great and small, 
would at once be numed as the best 
equipped of all classes of predatory 
creatures,and the predatory creatures are 
by necessity superior in most forms of 
physique to those on which they prey. 
They are all "b u ilt” on one plan, w ith 
a special armament of teeth, sheaths to 
keep their claws sharp, muscles for 
springing suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden the sound of theif 
movements and color adapted for con­ 
cealment. These acquired appliances are 
in excels of their wants. 
The polar bear, which oannot spring 
and has no sheaths for its claws, and 
bas little obvious provision to aid it in 
swimming, catches and kills animals 
larger than those killed by the tiger end 
eau kill them in the water. The wol­ 
verene, or glutton, which is heavy, slow 
aud has tho feet of a ferret, gets its liv­ 
ing as a carnivorous anim al no less well 
than the tiger cats, which have a far 
more specialized equipment for their 
work. 
There is actual evidence from the fos­ 
sil bones of tigers that this excess of 
equipment once went further and has 
been discarded as superfluous. 
An ex­ 
tinct special developed canine teeth of 
such enormous size that it has bern 
uamed the "saber toothed tiger.” The 
teeth were too long for its jaws, and the 
modem species use shorter weapons. 
Just as modern ironclads are provided 
with lighter guns. Tbs curling tusks of 
some of the mammoths and the palmated 
horns of the Irish elk were also iii exoet J 
Of requirem* n u aud are modified for use 
in the existing elephants and reindeer. 
Many monkeys possess a thumb, but 
some do not, and there Is no evidence 
that they are therefore at a disadvantage 
for their non progress ive life.—London 
Spectator.

Mr. C. F. Archibald says: “ The sparrow 
bac received an overflowing measure of 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, and, 
notwithstanding all that has been urged 
In its favor by enthusiastic advocate^ 
there eau be little doubt that it deserves 
a large share of the vituperation be­ 
stowed upon i t The keynote to the spar­ 
row’s character is to be found in the 
delusion under which it labors thai 
corn groping is carried on for its es­ 
pecial benefit Grain is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of the sparrow. 
This it ob­ 
tains in the fields at seedtime, who* 
sprouting, in the unripe, m ilky condi­ 
tion, and when fully matured. 
At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. 
At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows whioh 
live for the greater part of tho year in 
towns are tempted to visit the fioid, 
their grimy 
appearance ^proclaiming 
their usual haunts. 
“ In gardens the sparrow finds full 
•oops for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of which it is very fond* 
as well as a few goos©berrioe and cher­ 
ries. In the most mischievous way, too, 
It pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus* 
hepatica, heartsease, wistaria, the shoots 
of pinks and carnations, the pods of the 
laburnum aud the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable dam *ge 
to beds of young radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass sods 
•own on lawns. 
On the other bar. 
it 
must be freely adm itted that the spar­ 
row does a great deal of good. 
' ‘Among the pests destroyed by the 
sparrows aro wireworms, daddy long­ 
ings, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kinds, 
houseflies, 'blue beetles, ’ ‘black beetles' 
and white butterflies. In same districts 
cho vise, ct herwise known as May bugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows have been teen 
with their mouths crammed fall of 
them. Tho quality of weed seeds which 
the sparrow eats must also he placed ie 
Its credit, for in this way is helps to 
suppress such objectionable plants as 
charlock, oorn bind weed, goosefoo% 
knotgrass, buttercup, dandelion, chi ok-
